preme court tendered his resignation 
to President Taft yesterday, to take ef- 
fect Nov. 20. The president wrote to 
Justice Moody, who is at Magnolia, 
accepting the resignation and express- 
ing his high regard for the 
retiring 


jurist. 
In retirement Justice Moody 


will receive the full pay of an active 
member of the court, $12.000 a year. 


It had been known since early in the 


summer that Justice Moody would re- 
jtlre. He personally made- known his 
intentions to the president and offered 
to resign at any time that would bo 
most convenient to the president. Mr. 
Taft stated that lie hud no intention of 
appointing any federal justices until 
the regular session of congress had 
convened. He urged Justice Moody to 
take his own time. 


The enabling, act passed In behalf ol 


Mr. Moody, who has not served a suf- 
ficient time to permit of his retirement 
under the ordinary process of law, ex- 
pires late in November. 


Justice Moody has been ill more than 


a year. 


Despite the fact that he had known 


for some time that Mr. Moody's retire- 
ment <was inevitable, the president said

THE ANTI-SPITTING 
LAW 


The law against spitting on the streets should he more rigorouslj 


." enforced. Most people take this law as a joke, nnd for the simple reason 


ihiit there is little attempt made to enforce it beyond the mere fact of 


posting- notices that such a law exists. 


In one Miisraclmsolts city the police recently undertook to enforce .the 


anti-spitting law, and the method adopted was to stop the person found 
'guilty of violating- the law for the first time, take his name.and present 


... him a-card.bearing a copy'of the law,.and stating the penalty. This was 


it sufficient warning against the second offence, and it had a good effect. 


There are probably five thousand people in this city who do not Icuow 


such -a law exists, and they go about spitting upon the streets and side- 
walks with the utmost unconcern. They feel that it is nobody's business 
where they spit, and the same people spit in churches and public halls 
because they don't kuow it is forbidden. 


There are probably five thousand more, who fully understand the1 law 


and its requirements, but who openly and deliberately violate it. 


The rest of the population understand tho law, and observe it fairly 


well. Now a few examples of the right kind would enlighten those who do 
not know, and would.cause those who know but do not care, to change 


their attitude. 


We have in this office a communication from somebody calling atten- 


tion to the total disregard of the anti-spitting law by the people who line 
up on the sidewalks ill different parts of the city, near the mill gales, and 
even occasionally at Merrimack square. This occurs usually in the early 
morning-, or at noon, nnd we believe there is good reason for the charge 
mude by trie writer of (ho commnnioation. A survey of the sidewalks and 
gutters after the crowds have disappeared -will offer ample proof that the 


anti-spitting law is wholly disregarded. 


At a. time when the spread of disease 
through 
the 
dissemination 


of germs is well known it. must be understood also 
that this habit of 


spitting on the public streets is very dangerous, and for that reason should 


lie stopped. The police alone can stop it by a little vigilance, by cautioning 
the people to be more careful, or by the arrest of a few people who still 
wilfully disregard the provisions of the anti-spitting law.

Every savings bank in Lowell invests in safe mortgages on local real 


estate. 
Thus it advances money at n fair rate of interest, whereas the 


Postal Savings bank will receive deposits and pay a small rate of interest. 
It will not invest the deposits in local enterprises, and thus the deposits 
nro simply removed from the community. They may be invested, in govern- 
ment bonds, 07- in London consols, but not. in any way that will help the 
community in which the depositors iivc. 
The Postal hank is necessary 


when; there arc no others, as in wild places whore the ordinary bank would 
not be safe. But it would be superfluous in any New England state.

EVEN 
thousand miles of eh- 


thuslaam ana earnest, well dl- 
'rected effort toward a worthy 
end—such Is the program ot 


the American Purity federation's cru- 
sade against the ."white slave" traffic, 
starting from Chicago Sept 29 and 
ending In the same city on the last 
day of October. In the course of the 
fenoratlon'a tour at least seventeen 
cities will be visited, and a convention 
In furtherance of the aims of the fed- 
eration will he held in each one. In 
the larger cities two day meetings will 
be held; in the others the "program wiil 
be condensed so that only a one day 
stop will be made. The tour will be a 
"swing around the'circle'' in the west- 
ern part of America. A similar tour 
will be made in the east next spring, 
and the results will be mado the sub- 
ject of formal discussion find compari- 
son at the American Purity congress 
to be held in St. Louis in October, 
1911. 


Embraced in the list of cities to be 


visited during the present campaign 
against the "white slave" evil are Min- 
neapolis, Winnipeg, Reglna, Calgary, 
Vancouver, Spokane, Seattle, Portland, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Tucson, 
El Paso, Houston, New Orleans, Mem- 
phis and St. Louis. In each place the 
arrangement^ for the reception of the 
purity workers and for assistance in 
their work arc being made by the lead- 
ing reformers. The church federations, 
ministerial associations. Young Men's 
and Toung Women's Christian associa- 


tions, women's clubs,, temperance so- 
cieties, reform organizations and in 
some cases the chambers of commerce 
are exerting themselves to bring the 
attendance at the conventions up to 
the highest possible figure. 


To B. S. Steadwell, president of the 


American Purity federation, Is award- 
ed the credit of originating the idea of 


nation wide crusade against the 


"white slave" traffic. He believes that 
so widespread a movement will bo far 
more efficacious in calling public at- 
tention to the evil which it Is designed 
to combat than would be a large con- 
vention of the federation held In one 
city. It Is a series of conventions that 
is planned, giving to each city the 
presence of a large body of prominent 
workers in this field to encourage and 
aid the local reformers. With that end 
in view Mr. Steadwell and his coadju- 
tors have assembled some of the na- 
tion's best known reformers and purity 
workers.

A tower o£ strength in the fight 


against the "white, slave" traffic, by 
which is meant the organised dealing 
in white women for immoral purposes 
recently made the subject ot enact- 
ment by the national legislature, is 
found in Ernest A. Boll of Chicago, 
one of the k-udt'rs of the present move- 
ment. 
Dr. Bell has made a careful, 


thorough study of the subject and has 
embodied the results of his investiga- 
tions in a recently published book. He 
is the chairman of the "white slave" 
traffic 
committee 
o£ the 
American 


Purity federation and for tho past six 
years has been the .superintendent of 
the Midnight mission of Chicago, of 
which he was tho founder. Out of the 


mission have grown the Illinois Vigi- 
lance association and other missionary 
and reformatory societies. During the 
federation's tour Dr. Bell will speak 
upon and represent the national work 
against the vile traffic. 


Arthur B. Farwell of Chicago, an- 


other representative in the federation's 
work, is famous as the president of 
the Chicago Law and Order league and 
of the Illinois Vigilance association. 
For years he has made a study of the 
problem of the combating and eradi- 
cation of evil In large cities. He is an 
interesting and able speaker. Rabbi 
Schanfarber, another Chicago repre- 
sentative, is one of the leaders of his 
coreligionists. 
He is an orator of 


power and one of the most enthusias- 
tic of American workers for reform. 


The women who will take part in the 


campaign have given years to the ad- 
vancement of the purity cause. Mrs. 
Lutes is the editor of American Moth- 
erhood and has written several books 


of wide circulation. Mrs. 'Drake is also 
an author and has figured prominently 
on the lecture platform. 
Mrs. Whitte- 


more is known throughout the world 
as the founder of the great rescue 
work for girls and women known as 
the Door of Hope. 


Ail of the other members of the fed- 


eration's party have borne conspicuous 
parts In the warfare against the "white 
slave" trade. They have made special 
studies of the problems Involved in 
the suppression of the traffic and will 
urge on their hearers the support of 
the movement against the Importation 
and distribution by organized bodies 
of the unfortunate .victims of 
the 


"business." State legislation to sup- 
plement 
the national law 
recently 


passed will be advocated and the prog- 
ress of the world will be told. Most of 
the laborers in this field hold that the 
recent grand jury in New York, head- 
ed by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., was 
wrong in finding that there Is no gen- 


eral organization 
of "white clave" 


dealers covering the entire country. 
They declare that the jury in its re- 
port enumerated many elements that 
would naturally enter into just such an 
organized force. 
New National Law Approved. 


They approve of the new national 


"white slave traffic act" (so called 
officially), which provides for the in- 
fliction of drastic punishment upon 
any person convicted of participation 
in the Importation or transportation 
between states of women for immoral 
purposes, "Everything possible ,8hould 
be done to enforce the law," say the 
reformers, and they profess great in- 
terest in the fight to test the constitu- 
tionality of that clause of the law 
which makes the steamship lines re- 
sponsible for the free transportation 
of persons ordered deported after they 
have lived in this country more than 
the three years fixed as a limit by the 
old statute. A test case ^yjll be car- 
ried to the supreme court, aa the en- 
forcement of the statute as its stands 
will mean the loss of large sums of 
money to the transatlantic steamship 
lines. Since the passage of the law 
designed to curb the traffic the immi- 
gration inspectors, aided by the state 
and municipal authorities, have been 
gathering up undesirable women resi- 
dents all over the country and order- 
ing them deported. Before the passage 
of the law any woman who had lived 
in this country three years was im- 
mune from arrest and deportation. 


Naturally the steamship companies 


resent the attempt made to provide 
these undesirable aliens, with 
free 


transportation to the countries whence 
they camel The case which probably 
will be selected for a test is that of a 
Russian girl, seventeen years old, who 
was brought to New York from Buf- 
falo for deportation. 
It has been 


proved that she was landed in this 
country on Sept. 26, 1905, from the Red 
Star liner Finland. An attempt was 
made to put her on board a Red Star 
steamship bound for Europe, but the 
officers refused to receive her. 
Plain Intent of Congress, 


William Williams, commissioner ot. 


immigration at New York, at once re- 
ferred the question to the secretary of 
commerce and labor, and the depart- 
ment held that the plain Intent of con- 
gress In the "white slave" act was 
that, though the three year limit for 
deportation was done away with, the 
steamship lines must bear the cost of 
deportation. 


The Red Star line'contends that this 


was not the-intent of the iaw, that tho 
girl came here before the passage of 
the amendment, that there was noth- 
ing to show that she had any evil in- 
tent when she arrived here and that 
the section of the law involved is un- 
constitutional. 
The claim Is set up 


that the expenses of deportation should 
be borne by the Immigration fund. 


While this case was being prepared 


the friends of the girl came to her as- 
sistance, and she is now out on bail. 
It may be that her release will be ob- 
tained and the order of deportation 
rescinded.

Ifeen tnkcn hy Astoria, Oregon, to cele- 
brate 
the 
centennial of its founding 


next year, for it will be 100 years at 
that time that the first American set- 
tlement west of the Rocky mountains 
was established. 


Astoria was the fur trading post 


planted by the parly sent out from New 
York hy John Jacob Astor and whose 
perilous journey across the continent is 
described by Washington Irving in his 
hook;' "Astoria." 
A settlement was 


made and a fort built. The site of this 
stronghold was in the heart of the pres- 
ent city.

THE ANTI-SPITTING 
LAW 


• 
: . The law against spitting on the streets should be -more\rigorously 
enforced. Most people'take this law as a joke, and for the simple reason 
that there is little attempt made to enforce it beyond the mere fact.'of 
posting notices that such a law exists. 


In one Massachusetts city the police recently undertook to enforce the 


. nnti-spittiug law, and the method adopted was to stop the person found 


'•• guilty, of violating the law for the first time, take his name and present 
: him a card bearing a copy of the law, and stating the penalty." This was 
a sufficient warning against the second offence, and it had a good effect. 


There are probably flve thousand people in this city who do not know 


•such a law exists, and they go about spHting upon the streets and side- 
walks with the utmost unconcern. They feel that it is nobody's business 
where .they spit, and the same people spit in chxirches and pnblic balls 
because they don't know it is forbidden. 


There are probably five thousand more, who fully understand the law 


and its requirements, but who openly and deliberately violate it. 


. 
.The rest of the population understand the law, and observe it fairly 


' well. . Now a few examples'of the right kind would enlighten those who do 


not know, and would cause those who know but do not care, to change 


their attitude. 


. 
W 
e have in this office a'communication from somebody calling atten- 


.tion to the total disregard of the anti-spitting law by the .people who line 


-. 
up on the sidewalks in different parts of the city, near the mill gates, and 
even occasionally at Merrimack square. 
This occurs usually in the early 


morning, or at noon, and we believe there is good reason for the charge 
made by the writer of the communication. A survey of the sidewalks and 
gutters after the crowds have disappeared will offer ample proof that the 
anti-spitting law is wholly disregarded. 


At a lime when the spread of disease 
through 
the 
dissemination 


of germs is well known it must be understood also that this habit of 
spitting on the public streets is very dangerous, and for that reason should 
be stopped. The police alone can stop it by a little vigilance, by cautioning 
the people to tie' more careful, or by the arrest of a few people who still 
wilfully disregard' the provisions of the anti-spitting law.

The great need of compulsory arbitration of labor disputes is shown 


in the lockout of 700 mills in Lancashire, England, nil because 
of 
the 


, action of a single employe backed up by a labor union. 


George Howe, an employe of the Fern mill, upon orders from his union, 


refused to obey his foreman and clean the machinery he operated. He said 
that this was not a part of his work, and on his refusal he was dismissed. 
A strike followed and arbitration was sought, but tbn owners of the Fern 
mill 'insisted that work should be 
first 
resumed 
without 
Howe. 
The 


operatives insisted that the mill remain closed pending arbitration of the 
differences or else that Howe resume with the other men. The Federation 
of Master Cotton Spinners refused, the unions were equally obdurate and 
the lockout followed in 700 mills, leaving 200,000 
hands 
idle 
for 
an 


indefinite period. 


There is here an example of the absurd extreme to which a slight 


difference may be carried when either side shows a determination to oppose 
the other on the slightest, provocation. 
The only remedy in such a case 


is compulsory arbitration. It is shown that both sides are organized to the 


. teeth, all ready for war, and now they are in an industrial conflict that will 


entail enormous loss for both sides, loss that might and should be pre- 


• vented by the prompt decision of an arbitration court. 


At a meeting of the JDartmouth Med-

He' was made professor of 
the science and practice of medicine 
in 1896 and has since held that chair. 
Dr. Gile Is chief surgeon at the Mary 
Hitchcock :-Memorial. hospital. . 
He 


is well known in politics, and he is 
considered one of the best surgeons 
In New England. 


THE POSTAL SAVINGS BANK 


The Postal Savings banks are not likely to be popular in New England. 


The ordinary savings bank is good enough and safe enough for all prae--. 
tical purposes, and it has the advantage of using the deposits for the 
development of the property in the community in which it exists. 


Every savings bank in Lowell invests in safe mortgages on local real 


estate. 
Thus it advances money at a fair rate of interest, whereas the 


Postal Saving^ bank will receive deposits and pay a sinnll rate of interest. 
It will not invest the deposits in local enterprises, and thus the deposits 
are simply removed from the community. They may be invested in govern- 
ment bonds, or in London consols, but not in any way that will help the 
community in which the depositors live. 
The Postal bank is necessary 


where there are no others, as in wild places where the ordinary bank would 
not be safe. But it would bo superfluous in any New England state.

WHITE SLAVE TRAFFIC HAS BEGUN

EVEN, .thousand miles of en- 


thusiasm and earnest, well di- 
rected effort toward a worthy 
end—such is the program' of 


.the American Purity federation's cru- 
eade against the "white slave" traffic, 
starting from Chicago Sept. 29 and 
ending: in the same city on the last 
day of October. In the course of the 
federation's tour at least seventeen 
cities will be visited, and a convention 
In furtherance of. the aims of the fed- 
eration will' be held In each one. In 
the larger cities two day meetings will 
be held; in the others the program will 
be condensed 'so 'that'only" a' one day 
stop will be made. The tour will be a 
"swing around the circle'! in the. west- 
' crn part of America, A similar tour 
will fie made in the east next spring, 
and the .results will be made the sub- 
ject ot formal discussion and compari- 
son at the American Purity congress 
to bo held in St. Louis in October, 
1911. 
.'. Embraced In the list of cities to be 
visited during the present campaign 
against the "white slave" evil are Min- 
neapolis, .Winnipeg, Regina, Calgary, 
Vancouver, Spokane, Seattle, Portland, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Tucson, 
El Paso, Houston, New Orleans, Mem- 
phis and St. Louis. In each place the 
arrangements for the reception of the 
purity workers and for assistance in 
their work are being made by the lead- 
ing reformers. The church federations, 
ministerial associations, Young Men's 
and Young Women's Christian associa- 


tions, women's clubs, temperance so- 
cieties, reform organizations and In 
some cases the chambers of commerce 
are exerting themselves to bring the 
attendance .at the conventions up to 
the highest possible figure 


To B. S. Steadwell, president of the 


American Purity federation, Is award- 
ed the credit of originating the idea of 


nation wide crusade against 
the 


"white slave" traffic. He believes that 
so widespread a movement will be far 
more efficacious In calling public at- 
tention to the evil which it Is designed 
to combat than would be a large con- 
vention of the federation held In one 
city. It is a series of conventions that 
Is planned, giving to each city the 
presence of a largo body of prominent 
workers In this field to encourage and 
aid the local reformers. With that end 
in viow Mr. Steadwull and his coadju- 
tors have assembled- some of the na- 
tion's best known reformers and purity 
workers.

A tower of strength in the fight 


against the "white slave" traffic, by 
which Is meant .the organized dealing 
in white women for immoral purposes 
recently made the subject of enact- 
ment by the national legislature, Is 
found in Ernest A: Bell of Chicago; 
one of the leaders of the present move- 
ment. 
Dr. Bell lias made a careful, 


thorough study of the subject and has 
embodied the results of his investiga- 
tions In a recently published book. He 
is the chairman of the "white slave" 
traffic 
committee of 
the 
American 


Purity federation and for the past six 
years has been the superintendent of 
the Midnight mission of Chicago, of 
which he was the founder. Out of the 


mission have grown 'the Illinois Vigi- 
lance association and other missionary 
and reformatory societies. During the 
federation's tour Dr. Bell will speak 
upon and represent the national work 
against the vile traffic. 


Arthur B. Farwell of Chicago, an- 


other representative in the federation's 
work, Is famous as the president of 
the Chicago Law and Order league and 
of the Illinois Vigilance association. 
For years he has made a study of the 
problem of. the combating and eradi- 
cation of evil in large cities. He Is an 
Interesting and able speaker. 
Rabbi 


Srhanfarber, another Chicago repre- 
sentative, is one of the leaders of his 
coreligionists. 
He is an orator of 


power and one of the most enthusias- 
tic of American workers for reform. 


The women who will take part In the 


campaisn have given years to the ad- 
vancement of the purity cause. 
Mrs. 


Lutes is the editor of American Moth- 
erhood and has written several books 


of wide circulation. Mrs. Drake is also 
an author and has figured prominently 
on the lecture platform. Mrs. Whltte- 
more Is known throughout the world 
as the founder of the great rescue 
work for girls, and women known as 
the Door of Hope. 
. All of the other members 'of the fed- 
eration's party have borne conspicuous 
parts In the warfare against the "white 
slave" trade. They have made special 
studies of. the problems involved In 
the suppression of the 'traffic and will 
urge on their hearers the support of 
the movement against the importation 
and distribution by organized bodies 
of 
the 
unfortunate victims 
of 
the 


"business." State legislation to sup- 
plement 
the 
national 
law 
recently 


passed will be advocated and the.prog- 
ress of the world will be told. Most of 
the laborers in this field hold that the 
recent grand Jury in New York, head- 
ed by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., was 
wrong In finding that there is no gen- 


eral organization of "white 'slave" 
dealers covering the entire .country. 
They declare that the jury In Its re- 
port enumerated many elements that 
would naturally enter into just such an 
organized force. 
New National Law Approved. 


They approve of the new national 


"white slave traffic act" 
(so called 


officially), which provides for the In- 
fliction of drastic punishment upon 
any person convicted of participation 
In tho Importation or transportation 
between states of women for immoral 
purposes. 
"Everything possible should 


be done to enforce the law," say the 
reformers, and they profess great in- 
terest in the fight to test the constitu- 
tionality of that clause of the law 
which makes the steamship lines re- 
sponsible for the free transportation 
of persons ordered deported after they 
have lived in this country more than 
the three years fixed as a limit by the 
old statute. A test case will be car- 
ried to the supreme court, as the en- 
.forcement of the statute as Its stands 
will mean the loss of large sums of 
money to the transatlantic steamship 
lines. 
Since the passage of the law 


designed to curb the traffic the Immi- 
gration inspectors, aided by the state 
and municipal authorities, have been 
gathering up undesirable women resi- 
dents all over the country and order- 
ing them deported. Before the passage 
of the law any woman who had lived 
in this country three years was im- 
mune from arrest and deportation. 


Naturally the steamship companle* 


resent the attempt made to provld* 
these undesirable aliens with 
free 


transportation to the countries whenc* 
they came. The case which probably 
will be selected for a test Is that ot a. 
Russian girl, seventeen years old, who 
was brought to New York from Buf- 
falo " for deportation; 
It 
has 
been 


proved that she was landed In this 
country on Sept. 26, 1905, from the Bed 
StarJIner Finland. An attempt was 
made to put her, on board a Red Star 
steamship bound lor Europe, but the 
officers refused to receive her. 
Plain Intent of Congress. 


William Williams, commissioner ot 


immigration at New York, at once re- 
ferred the Question to tho secretary ot 
commerce and labor, and the depart- 
ment held that the plain Intent ot con- 
gress In the "white slave" act was 
that, though the three year limit lor 
deportation was done away with, the 
steamship lines must bear the coat of 
deportation. 
l 


The Red Star line contends that this 


was not the Intent of the law, that the 
girl came here before \the passage of 
the~smendhient, that tniire was noth- 
ing to show that she had any evil in- 
tent when she arrived here and that 
the section of the law Involved is un- 
constitutional. 
The claim is net up 


that the expenses of deportation should 
be borne by ..the immigration fund. 


While this case was being prepared 


the friends of the girl came to her as- 
sistance, and she Is now out on ball. 
It may ho that her release will be ob- 
tained and the order of deportation 
rescinded.

GO-NEW YORK AIR RACE 


FOR $25,000. 


At least three competitors must 
ctart or no race. 


The start shall be mn.de on Satur- 


day, Oct. 8, 1910, after 10 a. in., from 
a practicable field within the city 
limits of Chicago, and the finish 
shall be within the city limits of 
New York. Competitors shall start 
as nearly as possible simultaneous- 
ly. Intervals, however, will b<; al- 
lowed, if necessary or desirable, but 
in any case all must start on the 
same day. The start may he post- 
poned from day to day because of 
bad weather, but not beyond Oct. 
15, 1910. 


The race must be completed with- 


in 163 hours, or-seven days, after 
the start. No limit Is placed on 
the number of stops. 


Each entrant must have a record 


of one hour's continuous flight. 


Each competitor must finish In 


the some machine In which he 
starts, but any repairs, such ns re- 
covering planes, Installing new mo- 
tors, etc., may be made on tho way 
ns required. 


To win tho prize of $25,000 the 


winner must cover the course be- 
fore any flight of equal or greater 
distance has been made In this 
country. 


If the competitors start simulta- 


neously the winner shall be he 
who, 
fulfilling the conditions of the

race, first lands In New York; If 
the competitors start at Intervals, 
the interval ahull be taken into 
account In determining the winner.

information, was due entirely to the 
disregard of .orders by the crew of the 
local, which was in charge of M. A.

The cars came together with a ter- 


rific crash and were piled in one huge 
mass of wreckage, through which the 
bodies of trie dead, and wounded were 
scattered.

THE ANTI-SPITTING 
LAW 


.The law against spitting on the streets should be more rigorously 


enforced. Most people take this law as a joke, and for the simple reason 
that there is little attempt made to enforce it beyond the mere fact of 
posting notices that such a law exists. • 
• 
• 
j 


In one Massachusetts city the police recently undertook to enforce the 


anti-spitting law, and the method adopted was to stop the person found 
guilty of violating the law for the first time, take his name and present 
him a. card bearing.a copy of the law, and stating the penalty. This was 


~ a sufficient warning agairisi the second olffeuce, and it had a good effect. 


There are probably five thousand people in this city who do not know 


such a law exists, and they go about spitting upon the streets and side- 
walks with the utmost unconcern. They feel that it .is nobody's business 
where they spit, and the same 'people7 spit in churches and public halls 


because they don't know it is forbidden. 


There are probably five thousand moro, who fully understand the law 


and its requirements, but who openly and deliberately x'iolate it. 


The rest of the population understand the law, and observe it fairly 


• well. Now a few examples of the right kind would enlighten th|se who do 
not know, and would cause those who know but do not care, to change 
their attitude. 


We have in this office a communication from somebody calling atten- 


' tion to the total disregard of the anti-spitting law by the -people who line 
up on the sidewalks in different parts of the city, near the mill gates, and 
even occasionally at Merrimack square. This occurs usually in the early 
morning, or at noon, and we believe there is good rcnson for the charge 
made by tho writer of the communication. A survey of the sidewalks and 
gutters after the crowds have disappeared will offer ample proof that the 
anti-spitting law is wholly disregarded. 


At a time when the spread of disease 
through 
the 
dissemination 


of germs is well known it must be understood also that this habit of 
spitting on the public streets is very dangerous, and for that reason should 
be stopped. The police alone can stop it by a little vigilance, by cautioning 
the people to b'e' more careful, or by the arrest of a few people who still 
wilfully disregard tho provisions of the anti-spitting law. 


WHERE 
COMPULSORY 
ARBITRATION IS NEEDED 


The great weed of compulsory arbitration of labor disputes is shown 


in the lookout of 700 mills in Lancashire, England, all because 
of 
the 


action of a single employe backed up by a labor union. 


George Howe, an employe of the Fern mill, upon orders from his union, 


refused to obey his foreman and clean the machinery he operated. He said 
that this was not a part of his work, and'on his refusal ho was dismissed. 
A strike followed and arbitration was sought, but the owners of the Fern 
mill insisted that work should bo first 
resumed 
without 
Howe. 
The 


operatives insisted that the mill remain closed pending arbitration of the 
differences or else that Howe resume with the other men. 
The Federation 


of Master Cotton Spinners refused, the unions were equally obdurate and 
the lockout followed in 700 mills, leaving 200,000 hands 
idle 
for 
an 


indefinite period. 


There is here an example of the absurd extreme to which a slight 


difference may bo carried when cither side shows a determination to oppose 
the other on the slightest provocation. The only remedy in such a case 
is. compulsory arbitration. It is shown that both sides are organized to tho 
teeth, all ready for war, and now they are in atl industrial conflict that will 
entail enormous loss for both sides, loss that might and should be pre- 
vented by the prompt decision of an arbitration court.

Every savings bank in Lowell invests in safe mortgages on local real 


estate. Thus it advances money at a fair rate of interest, whereas tho 
Postal Saving^ bank will receive deposits and pay a small rate of interest. 
It will not invest the deposits in local enterprises, and thus the deposits 
are simply removed from the community. They may be invested in govern- 
ment bonds, or in London consols, but not in any way that will help the 
community in winch the depositors live. The Postal bank is necessary 
where there are no others, as in. wild places where the ordinary bank would 
not be safe. But it would bo superfluous in any New England state.

EVEN . thousand miles of en- 


thusiasm and earnest, well di- 
rected effort toward a worthy 
end—such Is the program of 


the American Purity federation's cru- 
eado against the "white slave" traffic, 
atarting from Chicago Sept. 29 and 
ending: In the-same city on tho last 
day of October. In the course of the 
.federation's tour at least seventeen 
cities will be visited, and a convention 
In furtherance of the alms of the fed- 
eration will- be held In each one. In 


' the larger cities two day meetings will 


be held; In the others the program will 
be condensed "BO that only a one day 
stop will bo made. The tour will be a 
"swing around the circle" in the west- 
ern part of America.' A 'similar tour 
will be,made In tho east next spring. 
and the results -will be made the sub- 
ject of formal discussion and compari- 
son at the American Purity congress 
to be held in St. Louis In October, 
1911. 


Embraced in the list of cities to be 


visited during the present campaign 
against the "white slavo" evil are Min- 
neapolis, Winnipeg, Hegina, Calgary, 
Vancouver, Spokane, Seattle, Portland, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Tucson, 
El Paso, Houston, New Orleans, Mem- 
phis and St Louis. In each place the 
arrangements for the' reception of the 
.purity workers and for assistance in 
their work are being made by the lead- 
Ing reformers. The church federations, 
ministerial associations, Young Men's 
and Young "Women's Christian associa- 


tions, women's clubs, temperance so- 
cieties, reform organizations and in 
somo cases the chambers of commerce 
are exerting themselves to bring the 
attendance at the conventions up to 
the highest possible figure. 


To B. S. Bteadwell, president of the 


American Purity federation, is award- 
ed the credit of originating the idea of 
i nation wide crusade against the 
'white slave" traffic. Ho believes that

Schanfarber, another Chicago repre- 
sentative, Is one of the leaders of his 
coreligionists. 
He is an orator of 


power and one of the most enthusias- 
tic of American workers for reform. 


Tho women who will take part in the 


campaign have given years to the ad- 
vancement of the purity cause. 
Mrs. 


Lutes is the editor of American Moth- 
erhood and has written several books 


of wide circulation. Mrs. Drake Is also 
an author and has figured prominently 
on the lecture platform. Mrs. Whltto- 
more Is known throughout the world 
as the founder of the great rescue 
work for girls and women known as 
the Door of Hope. 


All of the other members of the fed- 


eration's party have borne conspicuous 
parts In the warfare against the "white 
sjave" trade. They have made special 
studies of the problems involved In 
the suppression of the traffic and will 
urge on their hearers the support of

State legislation to sup- 


plement the national law recently 
passed will be advocated and the prog- 
ress of the world will be told. Most of 
the laborers in this field hold that the 
recent grand Jury in New York, head- 
ed by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., was 
wrong in finding that there is no gen- 


eral organization of "white slave" 
dealers covering the entire country. 
Thoy declare that the jury In Us re- 
port enumerated many elements that 
would naturally enter into Just such an 
organized force. 
New National Law Approved. 


They approve of the new national 


"white slave traffic act" 
(so called 


officially), which provides for the in- 
fliction of drastic punishment upon 
any person convicted of participation 
In the importation or transportation 
between states of women for immoral 
purposes. "Everything possible should 
be done to enforce the la\v," say the 
reformers, and they profess great in- 
terest In the fight to test the constitu- 
tionality of that clause of the law 
which makes the steamship lines re- 
sponsible for the free transportation 
of persons ordered deported after they 
have lived- In this country more than 
the three years fixed as a limit by the 
old statute. A test caso will be car- 
ried to the supreme courtr as the en- 
forcement of the statute as its stands 
will mean the loss of large sums of 
money to the transatlantic steamship 
lines. 
Since tha passage of the law 


designed to curb the traffic the immi- 
gration inspectors, aided by the state 
'and municipal authorities, have been 
gathering up undesirable women resi- 
dents all over the country and order- 
Ing them deported. Before the passage 
of the law any woman who had lived 
in this country three years was Im- 
mune from arrest and deportation. 


Naturally the steamship companies 


resent the attempt made to provide 
these undesirable aliens with 
fre» 


transportation to the countries whence 
they came. The case which probably 
will be selected for a test is that of a 
Russian girl, seventeen years old, who 
was brought to New York from Buf- 
falo for deportation. 
It has been 


proved that she was landed In this 
country on Sept. 26, 1906, from the Red 
Star liner Finland. An attempt waa 
made to put her oh board a Red Star 
steamship bound for Europe, but the 
officers refused to receive her. 
Plain Intent of Congress. 


William Williams, commissioner of 


Immigration at New York, at once re- 
ferred the question to the secretary^ of 
commerce.and labor, and the depart- 
ment held that the plain Intent of con- 
gress In the "white slave" act was 
that, though the three year limif-stpr 
deportation was done away with, the 
steamship lines must bear tho cost of 
deportation. \ 


The lied '(Star line contends that this 


was not the intent o£ the law, that tha 
girl came here before tho passage of 
the amendment, that there was noth- 
ing: to show that she had any evil In- 
tent when ahe arrived here and that 
the section of the law involved is un- 
constitutional. 
The claim is set up 


that the expenses o£ deportation should 
be borne by the Immigration fund. 


While this case was being prepared 


the friends of the girl came to her as- 
sistance, and she is now out on ball. 
It may. be that her release will be ob- 
tained and the order of deportation 
rescinded.

considered liberal by the aviators, who 
are unanimous In declaring that long 
cross country races afford tho best 
possible tryouts oC man and machine.

Inspired probably by the oiler of the 


New York and Chicago newspapers, 
the Paris Journal has offered a prize 
of 200,000 francs, or $40,000, for an air- 
ship race from Paris to Berlin to 
Brussels to London and back to Paris. 
This necessitates two crossings of the 
English channel, a feat deemed im- 
possible until M. Bleriot showed the 
way to Molssant and the others who 
have followed him. 


Another great proposed cross coun- 


try race is the St. Louis-New York 
contest for a prize of J30.000 offered 
by two newspapers of those cities. 


The Chicago-New York race pre- 


cedes the International gathering of 
the fliers at Belmont park, New York, 
planned to be the greatest meeting of 
Its sort ever held, and tho balloon

He personally made known his 


intentions to the president and offered 
to resign at any time that would be 
| j most convenient to the president. Mr. 


I Taft stated that ho had no intention of 


.'appointing any federal justices until 
I ! the regular session of congress had 


convened. He urged Justice Moody to 
take his own time.

The enabling act passed In behalf of 


Mr. Moody, who has not served a suf- 
ficient time to permit of his retirement 
under the ordinary process of law, e 
pires late in November.

leg. 


Answering the door bell last 7iight. 


Robinson, who was a traveling bales- 
man, 
found Schnellbacher standing on 


the stop. Robinson, it is said, had had 
trouble \vith Sc.-hnnllbaehcr concerning 
family matters nnd he ordered tho man 
to leave and keep away from his homo. 
Instead 
Sehnellbacher attempted 
to 


force his way into the house. 
The 


two men grappled and 
during 
the 


trouble Robinson drew a revolver and 
liral three shots, two of which entered 
Schnellbacher's body. 


Robinson re-entered the house nnd, 


locating his wife in a bedroom, shot 
her through the head. Then turning 
the muzzle of tho weapon on himself 
Robinson ended his own life by shoot- 


ing himself in the. head. 
Neighbors 


hearing the several revolver

rushed to the house and with Schnell- 
bachor upon entering 
the 
bedroon 


found Mrs. Robinson dead on the floor 
while her- husband lay 
beside 
her 


breathing his last. 


The couple had been married but a 


few months and both moved in good 
society in this city.

Schnellbacher was a caller while ho 
was traveling for his company, nn rea- 
son could be given today for the trag- 
edy.
